ROUGH RIDERS HOLDING A REUNION. 


A Great Demonstration at Las Vegas, 
N. M.—The Regiment Holds a’ 
Business Meeting—Medal 
for Roosevelt, 


Las Vegas, N. M., June 26—Gov. 
Roosevelt may be pardoned if he re- 
turns to New York wearing an unusu- 
ally large bump of self-esteem, for he 
was given to understand Saturday that 
he was the greatest man on earth. His 
rough riders cheered and shouted, 
shook his hand and patted him on the 
back while honeyed words were spoken 
close to his ears. 
way to New Mexico to attend a reunion 
of the regiment he had led through the 
jungles of Las Guasimas and up the 
slope at San Juan, for he was neces- 
sary to the first meeting since the war 
of this famous organization. The colo- 
nel arrived at 1:30 o’elock Saturday, 
and was gréeted as he stepped off the 
train with tremendous cheering from 
5,000 persons massed around the depot. 
The noted New Yorker was clad in his 
rough rider uniform and was easily rec- 
ognized by the crowd. He was almost 
lifted bodily from his feet by the press 
of persons anxious to grasp his hand, 
and as he and his party made their way 
slowly to the Castaneda hotel the 
crowd surged after him. As he walked 
down the depot sidewalk a line of rough 
rider veterans saluted and joined in the 
general ovation. When Col. Roosevelt 
came opposite the line of rough riders 
he commenced shaking hands with the 
troopers and gave them a most cordial 
greeting. 

Hearty Salutations Exchanged. 

A party of rough riders and citizens 
of New Mexico met Col. Roosevelt and 
party at Wagon Mound at 11:40 o’clock. 
There were no speeches made, as had 
been anticipated, but as the governor 
met his old comrades in arms he ejacu- 
lated heartily: ‘I’m glad to see you,” 
“It does me good to shake your paw,” 
“How are you?” and similar expres- 
sions, evincing his hearty sympathy. 

At Raton, the gate city of New Mex- 
ico, the citizens turned out en masse, 
Col. Roosevelt was presented with a 
floral offering, consisting of an arch- 
way with a gate swinging open. Col. 
Roosevelt made a short address, re- 
counting the deeds of New Mexico’s 
rough riders and complimenting the 


citizens of the territory upon the repu- 


tation that the regiment had made: 
Greeted by School Children, 

At Springer the citizens presented 
At 
Wagon Mound there was an ovation, 
and the school children sang “My Coun- 
try, "Tis of Thee.” 

The business meeting of the Rough 
Riders’ Regimental association was 
held in the Duncan opera house, and 
owing to the absence of Secretary Car- 
ter, of Prescott, Lieut. William E. Dame, 
of Santa Fe, was chosen secretary pro 
tem. An address of welcome on behalf 
of the citizens of Las Vegas was made 
by A. A. Jones, a prominent attorney 
of this place. 

Col, Roosevelt responded at some 
length, his remarks at times being en- 
thusiastically applauded. 

President Brodie delivered his ad- 
dress of welcome and the reports of Sec- 
retary Carter were read and placed on 
file. The financial statement of the as- 
sociation was also given by the secre- 
tary, together with a list of members 
and a list of ex-troopers of the regi- 
ment, who have received the bronze 
badge adopted at the first meeting at 
Montauk Point on August 30 last. 

Honorary Members. 

The reading of the minutes of that 
meeting disclosed the fact that only 
three honorary members of the associa- 
tion were recorded. These are Richard 
Harding Davis, Edward Marshall and 
Lieut. “Gatling”? Parker. Gov. Roose- 
velt recalled to the mind of those pres- 
ent that Capt. McCormick, of the 
Seventh cavalry, had been made an 
honorary member and the omission in 
the minutes were ordered corrected. 
Gov. M. A. Otero, who actively assisted

marched to the tournament grounds 
six blocks away. Col. Roosevelt rode as 
a commander, accompanied by a staff of 
officers. At the tournament grounds 
Col. Roosevelt occupied a box reserved 
for him and the guests of the regiment. 
As the rough riders passed and repassed 
the grand stand in performing their 
evolutions Col. Roosevelt stood with 
bared head. Each troop was preceded 
by its representative captain, as far as 
they were present. The scene was wit- 
nessed by fully 10,000 people. While 
the review was going on, rain clouds 
were banking heavily in the north and 
Chairman Whitmore, of the local com- 
mittee on arrangements, requested the 
colonel to-hurry the movement of the 


rough riders; ostensibly on account of 


the approaching shower. Roosevelt 
complied with the request and in an- 
other instant the troopers were stand- 
ing at attention in front of the grand 
stand. : 

Famous Leader Surprised: 

This was a neat bit of strategy, and 
before Col. Roosevelt could realize why 
he was being spoken to Hon. Frank 
Springer, acting on behalf of the peo- 
ple of New Mexico, began his speech, 
presenting Col. Roosevelt with a medal. 
The presentation was a genuine sur- 
prise to Col. Roosevelt. Mr. Springer 
handed the medal to his young daugh- 
ter, Miss Eva, who pinned it on the lapel 
of Roosevelt’s rough rider blouse. The 
recipient was visibly affected and re- 
sponded as follows: 

“Judge Springer, and to Miss Springer, 
and to you, my fellow Americans of New 
Mexico, I want to say I cannot express in 
words how deeply I am touched by what 
you have done. I prize this gift more than 
anything else that could have been given 
to me, coming, as it does and in the way it 
does, and from those from whom it comes. 
For it comes on the anniversary of a day 
fateful in the annals of the west. Twenty- 


three years ago Custer rode to his death 
with his gallant men at the Rosebud, add- 


ing his share in the ‘winning of 
the west’—in the upbuilding of the 
west which you have all of you 


upbuilt—bringing up your section level 
in patriotism, level in highness of purpose 
with all that there is in this nation. I can- 
not say how glad I have been to come here. 
I never was in New Mexico before, but I 
have never felt like a stranger for one mo- 
ment among you. (Applause.) I claim the 
Same right that each of your sons claim 
of glory, and take pride in the name and 
fame of New Mexico. Iam an American, as 
you are Americans, and you and I alike 
have the right to claim as our own every 
acre and rod of country from Maine to 
Oregon; from Florida to California. (Ap- 
plause.) All I shall say is if New Mexico 
wants to be a state you ean call on me, and 
I will go to Washington to speak for you, or 
do anything you wish.” (Great applause.) 

Col, Roosevelt’s address was cut short 
by the rain, which put a stop to the 
amusements of the daylight pro- 
gramme. 


END OF CLEVELAND STRIKE, 


Terms Arranged by Council Commit- 
tee Agreed To—Result an Expen- 
siye Victory for Company, a 


Cleveland, O., June 26.—The great 
street car strike in Cleveland was set- 
tled at seven o’clock Saturday evening. 
It was ended at a time when everyone 
had decided that a peaceful solution 
Was improbable. The terms of adjust- 
ment are similar to those which the 
men unanimously rejected at their 
meeting Thursday night. The agree- 
ment provides for the hearing of griev- 
ances and a resort to arbitration in case 
the men and the company cannot agree 
and it also provides for the reinstate- 
ment of practically 80 per cent. of the 
old men at once, the remainder, except 
those who have been guilty of violence, 
being placed on the waiting list. The 
company has clearly won the strike, 
but at a tremendous cost. The loss to 
the Big Consolidated is $100,000; the 
gain to the Little Consolidated, the 
parallel line belonging to Senator 
Hanna, is $30,000. The 770 men have 
lost $30 apiece. 

Only one outbreak of violence at- 
tended the resumption of traffic on all 
the lines of the Big: Consolidated street 
railway Sunday morning, There was 
objection in some parts of the city to 
the retention of the nonunion men who 
were kept by the company. A party of 
25 men assembled near the Brooklyn 
bridge, just south of the city, and when- 
ever a car came along with a nonunion 
crew the passengers were asked to dis- 
embark and wait for a car manned bya 
union crew. In most cases the passen- 
gers did as requested. Finally a non- 
union conductor undertook to argue 
with the crowd, and he was promptly 
struck over the head with a club, and 
he and the motor man driven away. 
The mob refused to permit the car to 
move until a union crew came along and 
pushed it to the barns. As a rule the 
old men were glad the strike was set- 
tled, though there was some grumbling

Young Lady in Wichita. 


SUICIDE THEORY IS ABANDONED. 


Body of the Victim Feund in a Bank 
at Two a. m., with a Bullet Hole 
in Her Head—Late Develop- 
ments Indicate Foul Play. 


Wichita, Kan., June 26.—When the 
body of Miss Belie Slavin was found at 
two o’clock last Thursday morning in 
‘the office of the National Bank of Com- 
merce, death having resulted from a 
bullet wound in the head, it was sup- 


,aposed that she had committed suicide. 


Later developments seem to indicate 
that the young woman was murdered. 
Coroner McLaughlin now says her 
death was not suicidal and the police 
are working upon the theory that mur- 
der has been done. Miss Slavin, who 
was the bank’s stenographer, was per- 
mitted to take in outside work, and was 
frequently employed by commercial 
travelers and other strangers, work of 
this kind often keeping her in the office 
at the bank until ten o’clock at night. 

Mr. Jobes, president of the bank, now 
states that on Wednesday afternoon a 
strange man came to the bank and 
asked to have some work done. Miss 
Slavin told him to bring it around after 
six o’clock. Mr. Jobes says that he ob- 
Served the stranger surveying the in- 
terior of the bank very critically. 

While waiting for the stranger to 
keep his appointment, Miss Slavin evi- 
dently busied herself by writing letters 
to her friends, for when her body was 
discovered three sealed letters 
found. All these letters were written in 
a pleasant vein, and there was nothing 
to indicate self-destruction. A barber 
who passed the bank at eight o’clock 
saw Miss Slavin standing before the 
window, apparently waiting for some 
one. Another citizen heard a pistol 
shot just after eight o’cleck. When 
Miss Slavin’s father, the president of 
the bank, and another citizen went to 
the bank in search of her at two o'clock 
in the morning they found the bank 
door unlocked, papers were seattered 
around the floor, the contents of several 
drawers were disarranged, and Miss 
Slavin’s keys were missing. The re- 
volver found by the young woman’s 
side was not her own. Her weapon was 
found in a drawer. The theory of the 
police is that the murderer expected to 
secure valuables or money. 


IN A DEADLOCK. 


“Kentucky Democrats Take Eleven 
Fruitless Ballots fora Candi- 
date for Governor. 


Louisville, Ky., June 26.—The demo- 
cratic state convention is in a deadlock, 
Eleven ballots had been taken up to 
midnight Saturday night, and the last 
was almost identical with the first. P. 
Wat Hardin announced his withdrawal 
during the day, but his following re- 
mains loyal to him. He received 365 
votes on the eleventh ballot, to 376 for 
Capt. W. J. Stone and 346 for William 
Goebel. Adjournment until this morn- 
ing was then taken, the Hardin and 
Stone delegates uniting for such action. 


Balloting was preceded by the adoption 


on a close vote of the report of the com- 
mittee on credentials, which was a vic- 
tory for the Stone-Goebel faction, and 
unanimous approval of the report of 
the committee on resolutions. The 
platform summarized follows:: 


The platform declares for bimetallism at. 


Sixteen to one. The present republican ad- 
ministration is denounced for its “reckless 
extrayagance in the conduct of public af: 
fairs; for its cruel and inhuman neglect 
in its treatment of our soldiers and sailors 
during the late Spanish war; for its com- 
plete subordination to the interest of or- 
ganized wealth; for its protection and en- 
couragement of trusts and combinations; 
and especially for its appointment and re- 
tention in office of an attorney general de- 
voted to the interests of trusts and com- 
binations.” The nomination of William J. 
Bryan for president is favored, and Wil- 
liam Lindsay is pledged support in his 
candidacy for United States senator. 

“We indorse the war,” continues the 
platform, ‘‘carried to success for the free- 
dom of the enslaved Cubans, and we ap- 
preciate and honor the courage and hero- 
ism -of our soldiers and sailors therein 
engaged. But we declare the conduct of 
the present national administration as to 
the Philippines to be repugnant to every 
line of the bill of rights, the constitution 
and the declaration of independence.”

WHAT MOLES SIGNIFY. 


Each One Has Its 
Meaning. 
` Mole on the neck, 
Money by the peck 

Is a rhyme with which most of us are 
familiar, but very few trouble to dive 
deeply into the mysteries of “mole- 
ology,” or are aware that there is such 
a science. Nevertheless it is a fact, 
and one worth knowing, that every 
mole has its own peculiar significance, 
and in bygone days, when sorcerers 
and witches exercised their magic arts, 
to the peril of their own lives, before 
casting a spell on any one, they were 
always careful to find out all particu- 
lar concerning their moles, or 
whether they had any or not, for some 
of these apparently useless discolora- 
tions were supposed to preserve a 
person from drowning,others from fire, 
and so forth, and it was therefore nec- 
essary to know against what particu- 
lar element they were proof before 
practicing their witchcraft on them. 

The following are some of the in- 
terpretations placed upon moles by the 
old magicians and may interest those 
of our readers who happen to be 
marked with any of these “beauty 
spots”: ; 

A mole on the right side of the fore- 
head, or on the right temple, signifies 
sudden wealth and honors, and one on 
the right eyebrow marriage with a 
person of considerable fortune and an 
amiable disposition; but a mole on the 
left of either of ‘these places is a sign 
that the person will be frequently near 
the best of luck, but by some unfortu- 
mate chain of circumstances will inva- 
riably meet with disappointment. be- 
fore attaining it. 

A mole on either cheek foretells that

There were no speeches made, as had 
been anticipated, but as the governor 
met his old comrades in arms he ejacu- 
lated heartily: ‘I’m glad to see you,”

At Raton, the gate city of New Mex- 
ico, the citizens turned ont en masse, 
Col. Roosevelt was presented with a 
floral offering, consisting of an arch- 
way with a gate swinging open. Col. 
Roosevelt made a short address, re- 
counting the deeds of New Mexico’s 
rough riders and complimenting the 
citizens of the territory upon the repu- 
tation that the regiment had made. 

Greeted by School Children. 

At Springer the citizens presented 
the colonel with a floral wreath. At 
Wagon Mound there was an ovation, 
and the school children sang “My Coun- 
try, Tis of Thee,” 

The business meeting of the Rough 
Riders’ Regimental association was 
held in the Duncan opera house, and 
owing to the absence of Secretary Car- 
ter, of Prescott, Lieut. William E. Dame, 
of Santa Fe, was chosen secretary pro 
tem. An address of welcome on behalf 
of the citizens of Las Vegas was made 
by A. A. Jones, a prominent attorney 
of this place. 

Col, -Roosevelt responded at some 
length, his remarks at times being en- 
thusiastically applauded. 

President Brodie delivered his ad- 
dress of welcome and the reports of Sec- 
retary Carter were read and placed on 
file. The financial statement of the as- 
sociation was also given by the secre- 
tary, together with a list of members 
and a list of ex-troopers of the regi- 
ment, who have received the bronze 
badge adopted at the first meeting at 
Montauk Point on August 30 last. 

Honorary Members, 

The reading of the minutes of that 
meeting disclosed the fact that only 
three honorary members of the associa- 
tion were recorded.

The 
recipient was visibly affected and re- 
sponded as follows: 


“Judge Springer, and to Miss Springer, 
and to you, my fellow Americans of New 
Mexico, I want to say I cannot express in 
words how deeply I am touched by what 
you have done. I prize this gift more than 
anything else that could have been given 
to me, coming, as it does and in the way it 
does, and from those from whom it comes. 
For it comes on the anniversary of a day 
fateful in the annals of the west. Twenty- 
three years ago Custer rode to his death 
with his gallant men at the Rosebud, add- 


ing his share in the ‘winning of 
the west’—in the upbuilding of the 
west which you have all of you 


upbuilt—bringing up your section level 
in patriotism, level in highness of purpose 
with all that there is in this nation. I can- 
not say how glad I have been to come here. 
I never was in New Mexico before, but I 
have never felt like a stranger for one mo- 
ment among you. (Applause.) I claim the 
same right that each of your sons claim 
of glory, and take pride in the name and 
fame of New Mexico. Iam an American, as 
you are Americans, and you and I alike 
have the right to claim as our own every 
acre and rod of country from Maine to 
Oregon; from Florida to California. (Ap- 
plause.,) All I shall say is if New Mexico 
wants to be a state you ean call on me, and 
I will go to Washington to Speak for you, or 
do anything you wish.” (Great applause.)

END OF CLEVELAND STRIKE. 


Terms Arranged by Council Commit- 
tee Agreed To—Result an Expen- 
sive Victory for Company, m 


Cleveland, O., June 26.—The great 
street car strike in Cleveland was set- 
tled at seven o’clock Saturday evening. 
It was ended at a time when everyone 
had decided that a peaceful solution 
wag improbable. The terms of adjust- 
ment are similar to those which the 
men unanimously rejected at their 
meeting Thursday night. The agree- 
ment provides for the hearing of griev- 
ances and a resort to arbitration in case 
the men and the company cannot agree 
and it also provides for the reinstate- 
ment of practically 80 per cent. of the 
old men at once, the remainder, except 
those who have been guilty of violence, 
being placed on the waiting list. The 
company has -clearly won the strike, 
but at a tremendous cost. The loss to 
the Big Consolidated is $100,000; the 
gain to the Little Consolidated, the 
parallel line belonging to Senator 
Hanna, is $30,000. The 770 men have 
lost $30 apiece. 

Only one outbreak of violence at- 
tended the resumption of traffic on all 
the lines of the Big:Consolidated street 
railway Sunday morning, There was 
objection in some parts of the city to 
the retention of the nonunion men who 
were kept by the company. A party of 
25 men assembled near the Brooklyn 
bridge, just south of the city, and when- 
ever a car came along with a nonunion 
crew the passengers were asked to dis- 
embark and wait for a car manned bya 
union crew. In most cases the passen- 
gers did as requested. Finally a non- 
union conductor undertook to argue 
with the crowd, and he was promptly 
struck over the head with a club, and 
he and the motor man driven away. 
The mob refused to permit the car to 
move until a union crew came along and 
pushed it to the barns. As a rule the 
old men were glad the strike was set- 
tled, though there was some grumbling 
because the nonunion men were kept. 
It is predicted that all the nonunion 
men will be glad to leave the city with- 
in 30 days.

The re- 
volver found by the young woman’s 
side was not her own. Her weapon was 
found in a drawer.

IN A DEADLOCK. 


“Kentucky Democrats Take Eleven 


Fruitless Ballots fora Candi- 
date for Governor. 


Louisville, Ky., June 26.—The demo- 
cratic state convention is in a deadlock, 
Eleven ballots had been taken up to 
midnight Saturday night, and the last 
was almost identical with the first. P. 
Wat Hardin announced his withdrawal 
during the day, but his following re- 
mains loyal to him. He received 365 
votes on the eleventh ballot, to 376 for 
Capt. W. J. Stone and 346 for William 
Goebel. Adjournment until this morn- 
ing was then taken, the Hardin and 
Stone delegates uniting for such action. 
Balloting was preceded by the adoption 
on a close vote of the report of the com- 
mittee on credentials, which was a vic- 
tory for the Stone-Goebel faction, and 
unanimous approval of the repert of 
the committee on resolutions. The 
platform summarized follows:: 


The platform declares for bimetallism at- 


Sixteen to one. The present republican ad- 
ministration is denounced for its “reckless 
extrayagance in the conduct of public af: 
fairs; for its cruel and inhuman neglect 
in its treatment of our soldiers and sailors 
during the late Spanish war; for its com- 
plete subordination to the interest of or- 
ganized wealth; for its protection and en- 
couragement of trusts and combinations: 
and especially for its appointment and re- 
tention in office of an attorney general de- 
voted to the interests of trusts and com- 
binations.”’ The nomination of William J. 
Bryan for president is favored, and Wil- 
liam Lindsay is pledged support in his 
candidacy for United States senator. 

“We indorse the war,” continues the 
platform, “‘carried to success for the free- 
dom of the enslaved Cubans, and we ap- 
preciate and honor the courage and hero- 
ism -of our soldiers and sailors therein 
engaged. But we declare the conduct of 
the present national administration as te 
the Philippines to be repugnant to every 
line of the bill of rights, the constitution 
and the declaration of independence.”

Tampa, Fla., June 26.—M. J. Chris- 
topher, a negro who runs a newspaper 
here, was killed Saturday in a scuffle 
with Police Officer Woodward. Wood- 
ward last week forcibly vaccinated a 
negro weman and Christopher caus- 
tically criticised the officer in his pa- 
per. Saturday the men met by appoint- 
ment in a negro restaurant and a fight 
ensued, the officer beating the negro’s 
head almost to a jelly with his pistol. 
The negro population had been notified 
of the meeting of the two and a large 
number of them were on the scene 
ready for,any emergency, but when 
their principal was killed they weak- 
ened.

Saturday, Miss E. M. Richards, a do- 
mestic of the Eagle Hotel, Grand Rap- 
ids, had an operation performed and 
died, it is alleged, from the effects of 
chloroform administered. - | 

The doctor called in one of the cham- 
ber maids to assist him and gave the 
patient chloroform. He says he used 
no instruments and finished his opera- 
tion in a few minutes.

TWO YOUNG ALUMNI DRIVE OVER 
THE COLLEGE CAMPUS, 


HORSE EXHAUSTED—-WERE FINED $21.- 
85—MORE DAMAGES TO SETTLE. 


‘John Chambers and James Burner” 
were the assumed names given by two 
young University graduates before 
Justice Doty this morning on charges 


of cruelty to animals and drunkenness. 


The young men, both members of a 
prominent fraternity, started out for a 
glorious jag early Saturday afternoon, 
One of them is a Chicago man who 
was in college last year, while the 
other received his diploma Thursday. 

Sending for a livery rig, they drove 
the horse at a merry clip about the 
city. Finally they commenced to get 
wild, and the animal was whipped un- 
mercifully. Up Jefferson street these 
alumni came at a high rate of speed. 
To cap the climax, one of them started 
to undress in the carriage, and succeed- 


ed in divesting himself of all but his. 


underwear. When State street was 
reached, instead of turning, they com- 
pelled the horse to drive at a galloping 
rate over the lawn in the university 
grounds. Around the buildings they 
flew until finally, from sheer exhaus- 
tion, the horse dropped in front of the 
library, which is in the center of the 
campus. | 

Liveryman Holmes had heard of the 
escapade, and came to the scene-as 
quickly as possible. The horse was 
brought to its feet with difficulty" 
Great ridges, where the whip had land- 
ed were on its side, and it was dripping 
With perspiration. The animal was 
placed under the care of a veterinary, 
and is so sore from its ill usage that its 
sides can hardly be touched. It will 
be some days before the animal can be 
used again. 

Two charges were preferred against 
them. One was for cruelty to animals, 
in which the young men were fined 
simply the costs. The other was for 
drundenness and they were fined $5 and 
costs each, Altogether they had to 
pay $21.85 to the justice.

MISS ORA HARMON ON 


AN EDUCATIONAL NEED, 


One of the speeches at the high 
School commencement which has been 
very favorably commented on, was that 
of Miss Ora Harmon on “An Education- 
al Need.” As it touches upon a live 
topic, The Times prints it in full: 

“This is distinctly the age of the busi- 
ness man. In every walk of life he has 
come to be the dominant factor. In col- 
leges and universities clergymen are 
seldom chosen for presidents, but the 
experienced business man. In churches 
social clubs and other non-commercial 
institutions, it is the business man who 
ig most influential and efficient. _ 

“This is also distinctly the age of the 
professional and technical school. 
Those who study educational problems 
at once recognize that in the closing 
years of this century, it is the special 
rather than the general school that is 
making the most remarkable advance. 
The whole enlightened world has ac- 
that a 
good elementary education is the birth- 
right of every child. | 


- “In this age of the business man there 


has been practically no provision for 
professional business edueation. But 
what do we mean by profgessional edu- 
cation? When we remember that with- 
out commerce to dispose of the pro- 
ducts of industry, we should have no 
factories, mills or shops, no steamships, 
railways or canals, no banks, no mar- 
kets and no stores; it would hardly be 
too much to say no civilization—are we 
not justified in calling ‘professional’ 
that education which shall train the 
ablest minds of their generation to un- 
derstand the histories and methods, the 


aims and possibilities of business, that 


fundamental element in modern civiliz- 
ation? 

“It cannot be denied that in the re- 
cent past the man who chose business 
as his career and had a thorough edu- 
cation lacked the advantage possessed 
by his classmate who had chosen law, 
medicine or some other subject for 
Which professional schools were pro- 
vided, but he had to begin at the bot- 
tom of the ladder and work his way up 
through the apprenticeship system. 
Recently in a single. daily newspaper 
were different articles, each relating to 
a different nation and showing that 
thoughtful men were putting forth ev- 
ery effort in preparation for the great 
commercial struggle in which all re- 
cognized America as their chief antag- 
onist. The immense progress made by 
natural sciences and transportations in 
the recent past has given to the com- 
mercial profession constantly increas- 
ing importance, and, for the work of 
this profession men especially educated 
are needed. If the United States is to 
take the place that her resources and 
population demand in international 
commerce, men must be trained for 
commercial work as they are for law 
or medicine. 

All the countries of central continent- 
al Europe, with their high schools and 
academies, are far in advance of us, 
The cities of Germany have for a long 
time been provided with mercantile 
Schools of the lower grade, Which are 
especially devoted to the training for 
a commercial life. They now see the 
importance of high commercial educa- 
tion and, as a result. steps are being 
taken to found higher schools in this 
line. France and Italy have paid 
Special attention to commercial train- 
ing for a number of years, while in 
Austria there has recently been found- 
ed a commercial college under the 
name of ‘Export Academy.’ 

“In this country the need of higher 
commercial education has so far led 
to the establishment, by several of our 
universities, of departments of com- 
mercial education, in addition to their 
other regular courses of instruction. 
But while attention has been given to 
this important matter in some of the 
highest schools of the United States, 
there has been no such progress in the 
high or secondary schools... We have a 
large number of business colleges, but 
these cannot give the higher training 
that is now demanded. Not only do the 
interests of education demand the or- 
ganization of such institutions, but 
commercial reasons alone imperatively 
require that immediate and decisive 
steps in the direction of improved com- 
mercial training be taken by the busi- 
ness men of this country. At the same 
time the higher commercial training 
would secure a supply of properly 
equipped and trained experts from 
whom our consular and lower diplomat- 
ic service, and even many branches of 
our administrative services could be 
recruited, as is now the case in many 
European countries. 

“Since it is evident that a higher 
commercial training : is necessary, 
would it not be more advantageous to 
enlarge upon. the systems already

not 


what do We mean by professional edu- 
cation? When we remember that with- 
out commerce to dispose of the pro- 
ducts of industry, we should have no 
factories, mills or shops, no steamships, 
railways or canals, no banks, no mar- 
kets and no stores; it would hardly be 
too much to say no civilization—are we 
justified in calling ‘professional’ 
that education which shall train the 
ablest minds of their generation to un- 
derstand the histories and methods, the 
aims and possibilities of business, that 
fundamental element in modern civiliz- 
ation? 

“It cannot be denied that in the re- 
cent past the man who chose business 
as his career and had a thorough edu- 
cation lacked the advantage possessed 
by his classmate who had chosen law, 
medicine or some other subject for 
which professional schools were pro- 
vided, but he had to begin at the bot- 
tom of the ladder and work his way up 
through the apprenticeship system. 
Recently in a single. daily newspaper 
were different articles, each relating to 
a different nation and showing that 
thoughtful men were putting forth ev- 
ery effort in preparation for the great 
commercial struggle in which all re- 
cognized America as their chief antag- 
onist. The immense progress made by 
natural sciences and transportations in 
the recent past has given to the com- 
mercial profession constantly increas- 
ing importance, and, for the work of 
this profession men especially educated 
are needed. If the United States is to 
take the place that her resources and 
population demand in international 
commerce, men must be trained for 


commercial work as they are for law 


or medicine. 

All the countries of central continent- 
al Europe, with their high schools and 
academies, are far in advance of us. 
The cities of Germany have for a long 
time been provided with mercantile 


Schools of the lower grade, which are- 


especially devoted to the training for 
a commercial life. They now see the 
importance of high commercial educa- 
tion and, as a result. steps are being 
taken to found higher schools in this 
line. France and Italy have paid 
Special attention to commercial train- 
ing for a number of years, while in 
Austria there has recently been found- 
ed a commercial college under the 
name of ‘Export Academy.’ 


“In this country the need of higher 


commercial education has so far led 
to the establishment, by several of our 
universities, of departments of com- 
mercial education, in addition to their 
other regular courses of instruction. 
But while attention has been given to 
this important matter in some of the 
highest schools of the United States, 
there has been no such progress in the 
high or secondary schools.. We have a 
large number of business colleges, but 


these cannot give the higher training | 


that is now demanded. Not only do the 
interests of education demand the or- 
ganization of such institutions, but 
commercial reasons alone imperatively 
require that immediate and decisive 
steps in the direction of improved com- 
mercial training be taken by the busi- 
ness men of this country. At the same 
time the higher commercial training 
would secure a supply of properly 
equipped and trained experts from 
whom our consular and lower diplomat- 
ic service, and even many branches of 
our administrative services could be 
recruited, as is now the case in many 
European countries. 

“Since it is evident that a higher 
commercial training is necessary, 
would it not be more advantageous to 
enlarge upon. the systems already 


| founded in our high schools than to es- 


tablish new commercial colleges. Here 
is our own school, we have now given 
quite an extensive commercial course, 
giving the student training in sciences, 
mathematics, English, some history, 
srammar and bookkeeping. By adding 
to this courses in foreign languages, es- 
pecially attention being given to con- 
versation in these languages, modern 
history, commercial geography, type- 
writing and stenography, this high 
school could easily rise so far as te 
give the higher training that is now de- 
manded. 3 

“If, then, this higher line of education 
must be provided for yn the high 
schools of the United States, why shall 
not the Ann Arbor high school, so 
widely known for her advanced courses, 
take her place at the head in this great 
movement rather than follow in the 
rear ?’’
